be foreier lacking 


"Those who thlnKLoeb and Leopold 


got the easier sentence are much mis- 
taken," Ernest Luckner, a student of 
one of the universities declared.

mention contact with pretty girls and 
other folks, would have been a terri- 
ble punishment for both in the days 
before tne murder.

choose hanging as the quickest way 
out and the easiest " 


Two boys, members of a fraternity 


at the Unifsrsitj of Chicago, said the 
sentence imposed on the two million- 
aire youths had caused more serious

could have done. 


"Many persons, mostly 
of middle 


age. are surprised at the impression 
the verdict made on us students/' one 
boy said., "Those of the younger gen- 
eration are not surprised that any boy 
or girl in the teens should shudder 
more at the prospect of life impris- 
onment than death by hanging. There 
is' psjchologj about it. if you stop to 
think.

"Shanghai" means "Near the Sea." 
This is just what Shanghai is. It" is 


on the Whangpu_ river bank, three or 
'our hours' steaming above the small 
hinese town of Woosung. 
It is at Woosung that the waters 


of the "U'hangpu and 
the mightier 


Yangtse mix and empty.-together. in- 
to the Yellow Sea 
"Woosung- is situ- 


ated on the flatlron of land at the 
point where the two rivers meet. 


Originally Shanghai \vas a place of 
itlte importance. 


The 
Chinese - word Tu" 
means, 
among other things, a "seat of gov- 
ernment" of some sort. -^ So this word 
'fu" is to be found 
added to 
the 


names of most Chinese cities of much 
consequence—for instance, Chi-fu 


Shanghai, as 
they say, was "not 


even a fu city" at first. That is, it 
was "not even a couiky seat." Then 
t became a "treaty port." The Chi- 
nese "treaty ports" are those plapes 
at which foreigners are permitted to 
trade and settle. 


Each Has Own Courts 


Each important nationality 
was 


giien a "concession" fronting on the 
Whangpu. about half 
a mile wide 


and extending inland 
some 
three 


miles They were alongside 
and* ad- 


joining, and just above them, up the 
Whangpu. was the walled native city. 


The respective nationalities admin- 


istered their various "concessions" to 
suit themselves. They enjoyed extra- 
territorialltj. The''American conces- 
sion, for Instance, 
\vas considered 


American soil. 


Such a condition naturally is hu- 


miliating t othe Chinese 
They never 


have liked it. 
Nevertheless it 
was 


the making of Shanghai commerclal- 
y.. It grew rapidly and prospered 
until today Its population, native and 
foreign, exceds 1,500,000. 


During the Talpung 
rebellion 
in 
the 1850's and early 60's, Shanghai's 
oreign "setlements." with 
the 
ex- 


ception of the French, were consoli- 
dated, for purposes, of more effective 
defense. 
The French preferred 
to 


'go it alone." 


To this day the consolidated "con- 
cesions" remain 
the 
"International 


settlement." Their 
frontage on the 


Whangpu is thre eor four miles and 
hey extend about three miles In- 
and. 
The "settlement" is" run bv a coun- 


cil of the foreign consuls. 
Each na- 


tionality, however, has a large mea- 
sure of autonomy.l An American, for 
instance, accused of any offense, is 
tried in his own court—a regularly 
constituted United States court, with 
its jail attached. 
Population 20,000 
' Besides 
the / foreigners a good 


many Chinese live inside the settle- 
ment Jimits. but hey are subject to 
the settlement's 
regulations 
and to 
triau. If they violae them, in -what 
are known as the 'mixed courts." 


In times of disturbance, like the 


present, there always is an influx of 
Chinese refugees Into the settlement, 
where they .are as safe as they would 
be on foreign soil anywhere 
in 
the 


world. 
The foreign city's 
population* is 


around 20,000, of every nationality 
on earth. 


The Chinese city, however, is quite 


distinct and surournded by

So many of my readers have In- 


quired about building and loan asso- 
ciations and their method of opera- 
tion that a few words of explanation 
on this subject seem highly desirable. 
First then, the objects of a building 
and loan association or a savings and 
loan association, 
as it 
is 
officially 


termed in some States, are two-fold. 
One of these objectsiis Oie promotion 
of thrift through regular any syste- 
matic saving and the other is to en- 
courage home ownership. 


These associations are strictly reg- 


ulated by law and in many States 
come under the supervision of the 
State banking department The money 
that the members save Is used to 
make loans on impro_vei! real estate 
and loans are extended to members 
only. 
Borrowers are obliged to pay 


of their mortgages, principal as well 
as interest, according to a tegular 
schedule. 
At the same time a bor- 


row ine members participates in the 
profits of the associalon 
The strength of these associations, 


aside from the strict supervision un- 
der which they operate, lies in the 
fact that the loans are made on prop- 
erty located in the immediate ne^h- 
bor'hood of their home offices and the 
value of which the responsible offic- 
ials of the association are in a position 
accurately to appraise )The compar- 
atively high earnings usually accruing 
to the shares are due to the low over- 
head and to the tact that all the 
profits belong to ' the members 
In 


other words the building and loan as- 
sociation ia a mutual co-opeiative in- 
stitution 
surrounded by the sale- 


guards of law. 
. 
This is not to say that opportuni- 


ties for mis-management do not exist 
nor that all associations are equally 
successful. 
One should use the same 


precautions in selecting a buildme and 
loan association which to ]om as one 
uses in picking out a bank with which 
to do busmegs. 
The record of the 


buildng and loan idea, however, justi- 
fies confidence m its essential sound- 
ness.
